It was a duet for 
two instruments, beginning with Men- 
delssohn's 'Chants Sans Paroles' and 
proceeding to a work of Liszt's. We 
had already passed the delicious chime 
of the 'Song Written In a Gondola.' 


"As the closing strains began I saw 


Liszt's countenance assume that agony 
of expressfon, mingled with radiant 
smiles of joy.- which I never saw on 
any other human face; only in the 
paintings of our Saviour by some of the 
eaily masters. 
His hands rushed over 


the keys, the floor on which 1 sat shook 
like a wire, and the whole audience 
was wrapped in sound, when the hand 
and frame of the artist gave way; he 
fainted in the arms of the friend who 
was turning over for him, and we bore 
him out in a strong fit of hysterics. 


"The effect of this scene was really 


dreadful. The whole room sat breath- 
less with fear, until Hiller came for- 
ward and announced that Liszt was al- 
ready restored to consciousness and was 
comparatively well again. As I handed 
Mnae. de Ciconrt to her carriage we 
both trembled like poplar leaves, and I 
tremble scarcely less as I write."—

Even Wfcen Mortally Wounded He 


Will Try to Remain Standine- 
A veteran cavalry horse partakes of 


Jke hopes and fears of battle just the 
same aa his rider. As the column swings 
into line and waits the horse grows 
nervous over the waiting. If the wait 
is spun ont, he will tremble and sweat 
and grow apprehensive. If he has been 
eix months in service, he knows every 
bugle call. As th'e call cornea to ad- 
vance, the rider can feel him working 
at the bit with his tongue to get it be- 
tween his teeth. As he moves out, he 
will either seek to get on faster than 
he shonld or bolt. He cannot bolt, how- 
ever. The lines will carry him forward, 
and after a ruinnte he will grip, lay 
back his ears, and one can feel his sud- 
den resolve to brave the worst and have 
done with it as soon as possible. 


A man seldom cries out whtn hit in 


the turmoil of battle. It is the same 
with a horse 
Five troopers ont of six, 


vhen struck with a bullet, are ont of 
their saddles within a minute. If hit 
in the breast or shoulder, tip go their 
bands, and they get a heavy fall; if in 
the leg or foot or arm, they fall forward 
and roll off. 


Even with a foot cnt off by a jagged 


piece of shell a horse will not drop. 
It 


is only when shot through the head or 
heart that he conies down. He may be 
fatally wonnded, but hobbles ont of the 
fight to right or left and stands, with 
drooping head, until the loss of blood 
brings him down. 


The horse that loses his rider and is 


nnwounded himself witt continue to 
run with his set of fotirs until some 
movement throws him ont. Then he 
goes galloping here and there, neighing 
with fear and alarm, bnt he will not 
leave the field. In his racing abont he 
may get among the dead and wonnded, 
bnt he will dodge them, if possible, and 
in any case leap over them.1 When ha 
has come upon three or fonr other rider- 
less steeds, they fall in and keep togeth- 
er as if fcr mutual protection, and the 
"rally" of the bngle may bring the 
whole of them into ranks in a body.— 
Public Opinion.

"I've been reading in the papers 


about disease germs—bacilli, bacteria, 
microbes or whatever yon call them," 
said a passenger on one of the Pontiac 
cars the other day. 
"I don't know 


much about the science of such things, 
but I've had lets of experience, and 
very peculiar experience too. Talk 
about your antitoxin for diphtheria and 
such things. It isn't a. circumstance to 
what I've had in my time." 


The speaker was a tall, rather spare 


middle aged man. with dark brown 
hair, mixed with gray, and a full beard, 
cropped short. On the whole, he was a j 
rather pleasant appearing fellow and 
disposed to be sociable. 


"You know how a fellow feels when 


he shakes, do you—when your bones 
all ache and cold streaks run down your 
back every time you move and your 
teeth chatter till you think they will 
all come loose? Then you burn up with 
fever after the chill is over, and your 
head aches, and yon hope you will die 
before another chill comes on. 
You 


know all abont that, do you ? Well, so 
do L But I was cured of it many years 
ago, and I've never bad it since." 


"How were you cured?" I asked, 


with some interest, and some of the 
other passengers began to lean over and 
try to catch the conversation. 


"I was inoculated." 
"You see, I was living on a farm 


down along the Wabasb, in a locality 
where everybody had ague nine months 
out of the year. It was a regular breed- 
ing place of malaria, where everything 
that lived and breathed had the shakes. 
The papers used to have great stories 
about the shaking in that country, and 
I guess most of them were true, though 
I suppose there was a little exaggera- 
tion sometimes. I recollect reading once 
about how it affected the wild pigeons. 
When they settled on the ground in 
search of beechnuts and other stuff to 
eat, they covered acres and acres as 
thick as they could stand. Well, there 
was a story that the pigeons got the 
ague when they lit in that locality and 
shook all thejr feathers off. Then spec- 
ulators came and shipped thousands of 
'em to market.

Then for a few days I have the desire 
to bite everybody that comes near me, 
and have to te restrained or would do 
somebody an injury.

off, I ani all right again. 


"I got a letter from my old doctor a 


few days ago, and he wants me to go 
down to the Wabash country again. 
This antitoxin business has set him to 
thinking about my case, and he has 
come to the conclusion that he could 
obtain a virus from my blood that could 
be used to inoculate ague patients and 
prevent the disease. • I don't want to 
have my veins tapped like they do the 
horses at the laboratory, bnt I suppose 
I can afford to give a little blood for the 
eako-of science and humanity. Perhaps 
yon'll hear of me later if their experi- 
ments are successful. "—Detroit News-

The Springfield Republican, in dis- 


puting the assertion of ex-Governor 
Korthen of Georgia that Massachusetts

Let it 
be to the pride of Massachusetts that it 
is most difficult for her people to believe 
that such a crime has been committed. 
They come with such infrequency that 
when one ia reported the people inquire 
if it is not some horrible mistake, and 
the'proving of the crime is no less 
'difficult than the proving of the crim- 
inal.

enough to make the people feel that 
EUCQ outrages are likely at any moment 
to shock the community, to make every

place in the political mind. Alexander 
H. BuHork held the office uf speaker, 
waiting for the withdrawal of Gover- 
nor Andrew to be made governor. Wil- 
liam Claflin succeeded Governor Bul- 
lock, but this did not do away with the 
feeling that the speaker was still in 
the line; Harvey Jewell, as speaker, 
followed in aspiring to be governor. 
John E.' Sanford, in the speaker's office, 
next had support for the higher plane. 
Then came John D. Long, who missed 
the governorship, . as speaker, but 
sought it through the office of lieuten- 
ant-governor, 
and succeeded. This 


created the change. The speakership 
has never been considered the direct 
road to the governor's office since. Yet 
the speakership is a more important 
position in itself than that of lieuten- 
ant-qrovernor."—Boston Herald.

I have never heard a 
single one of the 1,300 theological stu- 
dents I have trained in the past 
twenty-eight yearn, who has said that 
I impaired his faith In holy scripture. 
The testimony' la all the other way."

DUBUQUE LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 


New Crop of Prosecuted Dead Beats 


Expected in Local Court, 


Local merchants are rejoicing in the 


fact that the Dubuque law for dead 
beats has been declared constitutional 
by the supreme court of the state. A 
new crop of prosecutions under it is 
now expected. 


When the law first went into force a 


good many cases were brought under it 
in this city, but since the local court 
began to take into question the mat- 
ter of the legality of the law, there 
have been much fewer brought for its 
consideration. 


The law was tested by a man who 


refused to comply with the decision of 
the court, and was sent to jail for con- 
tempt. Habeas corpus proceedings were 
brought, and he was released until the 
matter was decided. The court re- 
manded the debtor to jail, sustaining 
the law in every point 


Traveling Men Growing Fewer, 


Already the formation of trusts and 


combines is beginning to have an ad- 
verso effect in this region, although 
the hotel men of the city are not yet 
complaining. In many places they are 
finding that traveling men are not so 
plentiful as they were a few months 
ago, and some of the regular salesmen 
are now absent who formerly made 
regular trips to the community. It is 
a result of the curtailment of the force 
of employes and the saving the trusts 
arc making is just so much loss for the 
hotels. 


The reduction embraces almost all 


the fixed lines and it is uncertain how 
Konn this unpleasant additional effect 
may appear. By reason ot combina- 
tion, much competition is done away 
with and thus there is not now the need 
of having so many hustling salesmen 
as before the firms and manufacturers 
combined.

I never heard the critics acctiee Em- 


ins Juch of lacking sympathy or fire in 
her art, but there must be scores of in- 
terviewers in this country ready to 
swear that she was reared on lemon ice.

CHARGES JUSTIFIED, 


Dnjust Discrimination In Appraise- 


ment of Dutiable Imports. 


Due to Faulty and Incon- 


siderate Methods. 


Ippraiser Waieman, However, Has Been Gov- 


erned by Honesty of Purpose. 


Washington, Kay 24.—The commission 


composed of Special Agents Whltehead, 
Maher and Parker, appointed to investi- 
gate charges of maladministration at 
the appraisers' stores in New York, has 
submitted its first report. While the de- 
tails of the report will not be made pub- 
lic at present it is understood that cei- 
tain charges preferred by four New York 
firms form the basis of the Investigation. 
The charges are that there has been dis- 
crimination, Inconsistency and delay in 
the appraisement of the merchandise of 
certain inporters, and that methods not 
contemplated by law have been resorted 
to in fixing dutiable .values. 


The commission finds that Appraiser 


Wakeman has administered his office in 
an energetic manner, and that he has 
been governed by honesty of purpose. 
The opinion is expressed that consigned 
goods have not paid their full measure 
of duties at the custom houae; that in- 
voices of that character afford a fruit- 
ful field for officers who are on the alert 
to detect and prevent undervaluations, 
and that no mistake was made when the 
subject of embroiderie.s from St. Gall, in- 
volving imports of the value of $7,000,- 
000 annually, paying 60 percent adva- 
lorem duty, was taken up for considera- 
tion. But the commission condemns the 
method of appraisement in vogue dur- 
ing the early part of 1898 as Improper. 
Appraisement under section 11 of the 
customs administrative act, by taking 
the selling price in the United States as 
a basis for appraisement, is declared to 
be the direct cause of the complaints 
made. 
In the opinion of the commis- 


sion, the law is applicable only when the 
dutiable value cannot be otherwise as- 
certained.

Soon to be Considered by 


the Hunter Machine 


Company. 


TO MOVE THE ENTIRE PLANT, 


To New Buildings in South Part of the 


City, Crowding in Present Quar- 
Mers and Freight Connections 


the Reasons. Would De- 


velopo that Section. 


A plan of much importance to the 


city and especially the south part is 
under consideration by the Hunter 
Machine company. It Is currently re- 
POrted that the company will soon 
nave before it a proposition 10 move its 
works from their present location on 
Main street to some new location on 
the meadows south of the city. The 
annual meeting of the company is held 
in the latter part of June, and at that 
time it is expected that- the plan will 
be presented, and in all probability re- 
ferred to the directors of the company 
for investigation. 


Mr. Hunter was asked last evening 


in regard to the. reports ,and beyond 
saying that the matter had been con- 
sidered, he had nothing to say con- 
cerning it. fUntil the annual meeting 
the matter will not be formally before 
the company, and until then there will 
be nothing definite done. 
Whatever 


reports are circulated about the pos- 
sible plans now, therefore, are un- 
authorized by any action that the com- 
pany has taken, and are simply among 
the possibilities, he said. 


It is understood that two possible 


locations have been suggested to the 
officers of the company, south of the 
city, one location being on the west 
side of the riv^r, and the other on the 
east side, farther down. The west side 
location is the one that seems most 
likel>1 tobe ctonsidetrecl favorably in 
case any decision is reached in regard 
to moving. 


The suggestion of, a change in loca- 


tion conies from the" crowded condition 
of the works at their present quarters. 
The business has ,been steadily in- 
creasing of late, and the heavier lines 
of work especially have increased in 
importance. In the present location 
there is not room for the expansion 
that is desired by the company, and 
they iv ish to secure room for a decided 
increase in capacity as well as for 
future growth. 


Another point desired by a change is 


better connections with the railroads 
m the line of side tracks for freight. 
The heavy work that is being turned 
out now makes this an important item 
to be considered, and it is understood 
that both railroads are ready to build 
spur tracks to the new location should 
it be secured. 


There have been many rumors tlr>t 


the company had under consideration 
the plan of moving the works to Zy- 
lonite to occupy the Mannessman tube 
works buildings, but this is satd to be 
entirely without foundation. 
If "the 


company moves, it will in' all probabil- 
ity be to entirely'new buildings inside 
the city limits. 
It is probable that the decision of 


the company may rest largely on the 
securing of some other industry to 
occupy the present big buildings on 
Main street, as the company would 
hardly feel like leaving them to lie 
vacant. This and many other points 
which necessarily 
come up in con- 


nection with moving so large a concern 
make it entirely impossible to tell what 
the company will decide to do in the 
matter 


A change, of location to the south 


part of the town would be welcomed 
by many, as it would tend to devejope 
that part of North Adams wonderfully, 
and would cause a decided rise in the 
value of real estate in that section, 
which is looked upon as the only sec- 
tion in which 'much growth of this 
kind is now possible. 


The decision of the company will be 


watched with great interest by the en- 
tire city. It is probable, even if the 
decision was made to move, that noth- 
ing could be done m the way of put- 
ting up new buildings until late this 
year or next season, as there are so 
many thing? to be considered that the 
final decision will have to -be reached 
slowly. 


SCHOOL SITE AND BUILDING 


Will be Presented toCounoil Together. 


Committee Visiting Other Cities. 


Several members of the school com- 


mittee are today visiting ,school build- 
ings in the eastern part of the state, 
with a view U> ^curing ideas for the 
proposed school building in ward 3. Thje 
committee have, about decided to pre- 
sent to the council at the next meeting' 
a proposition from the school, feeling 
that to delay it longer would be unwise. 
They have already a good working sug- 
gestion for a plan for the building, but 
today's trip was made to see one or tuo 
buildings that it is thought will aid 
them materially m making arrange- 
ments for plans. 


It is believed that the proposition for 


a school site to be bought from the hos- 
pital will also be brought up at the 
council meeting, the two matters com- 
ing together, and that the proposition 
to buy land will come in the form of a 
direct payment to the hospital of the 
price of the property instead of an an- 
nual payment.

The need for the school is being more 


emphatically-recognized e>very day and 
it is not thought that there will be such 
opposition in the council as to kill the 
measuie.

"father of the curfew," in conneciiun 
with the recent reviews of the first 
year of curfew published in The Trans- 
script, will be of much interest: 


St. Louis, Mo., May 18, 1899.

Anna S. Whitaker, North Ad- 
ams, Mass. 


Dear Madame:—Your favor of the 


6th inst. with press clippings and the 
testimonials of the police officials of 
your city, and others of your citizens 
endorsing the first year's enforcement 
of the curfew, is at hand. 
I think 


Chief Kendall and his force are en- 
titled to special credit and the thanks 
of the community for enforcing judi- 
ciously thp nurfew ordinance, and not 
rendering it (as is sometimes the case) 
odious. 


Not less than 400 cities have adopted 


the ordinance, and none of them, so 
far as I know, have revoked it. In a 
few years more no man can be found 
willing to admit that he eve.- opposed 
the curfew. 


Many of the chiefs of police where it 


is enforced, certify to a decrease of 80 
per cent, in arrests of boys and girls. 
There seems to be a special social, 
moral and refining influence that takes 
possession of the city council and po- 
lice force where the 
ordinance is 


adopted. 


I am fully justified in saying there 


is everything in favor of the curfew, 
and nothing whatever against it.

the citizens of your place generally,

for the 


courtesy shown me while I was in your 
city.

THE EIGHT HOUR LAW, 


Text of Important Act Passed by Pre. 


sent Legislature. 


A copy of the recently passed state 


law in regard to an eight-hour day for 
city and town employes has been re- 
ceived at city hall, and many will be 
interested in its text. It is as follows. 


An Act to Make Eight Hours a Day's 


"Work For City and Town Employes. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 
Section 1. Eight hours shall consti- 


tute a day's work for all laborers, 
workmen and mechanics now employ- 
ed, or who may hereafter be employ- 
ed, by or on behalf of any city or town 
in this commonwealth. 


Section 2. All acts and parts of acts 


inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Section 3. This act shall not ake effect 


in any city or town until accepted by 
a majority of the voters -voting there- 
on'at an^ annual election. Such vote 
shall be taken by ballot. When so ac- 
cepted this act shall take effect from 
the date of such acceptance.
